E tells us (p. 2.) that a/] the pious frauds 
of the Papifts were confefledly ca’cula- 
ted to agerandize the Prie/{hood. How 
cor fefed/y? What, by the confeflion cf 
the Papilts themfelves? We fay fo in- 
deed, and very truly, but they don’t: and 

the word confeffed/y was ever, "till now, 
intended to imply a conceffion from a perfon owning, and 
granting, fomething to his Adverfary. Tonly mention this, to 
shew his extreme ignorance in common languages tho’, J con- 
o/s, "tis nothing in comparifon of his greater ignorance in 
all points relating to the Suéject he endeavours to handle. 
Or will he fay that he means his confefed'y with reference 
éo us Church of Exg/avd men; as if we contended for the 
fame ecclefiattical power as the Papi/fs do, yet acknowled- 
ging their pious frauds, &c? If he does fay fos “tis a fean- 
dalous calumny, and a fottif> begging of the queftion, into 
the bargain. What he further throws out concerning Pa- 
piits, Pagans, Mahometans, and Jews (p. 2, 3.) is moft im- 
pertinent. Does it follow, that, becaufe there are fal/e 
claims, pretenfions, and doétrines, therefore there are no 
true ones? But this is frefh cant; exaetly of a piece with 
that of our wonderfully enlighten’d modern infidels, in their 
declamations againit Chriffianity. Becaufc there have been 
counterfeit miracles and infpirations, therelore never any 
real ones; becaufe fome books are /purious, therefore the 
Bible is fo. When he affirins (p. 4.) that Gods word is 
fuficient without other helps, &c. what does he mean ? It 
without Miniffers to expouind and inftrudéts ‘us both fales 

and contradifory to what he him/e/f grants, p.7, 8: u 

without other religions, as by what follows he feems to 

mean; "tis trve indeed, but exceeding impertinent: for 
who among us denies it? Did he ever hear, that the Church 
ef England was for any Religion but that contain’d in the 

Old and New Teftament? He talks much here in fayour 

of the Scriptures; aflerting the /uffciency of them, which 

no body among us, again, ever deny’d: but does not the 

Scripture command us to obey them who have the rule over 

us, becaute they watch for our fouls? Wow then comes he, 

in defiance of Scripture, for which he pretends fo much 

reverence, to oppofe the authority of all C burch-Governors P 

P.6. There are too many {peaking of the Church of 
England Clergy) haughty and enthufiapic mén, who call 
them/elves, and thofe of their Order, the SPIRITUAL PRIN- 
ces OF THE Eartu. He means the Bijeops, W ho it 
feems are haughty and enthufiaftic men. Very modeft 
and mannerlys not to lay dutiful. But this, to be fure, 
is not calling nantes: becaufe ‘tis only all the Bithops of 
Ergland who are fo nam’d; and the great Bowman, Vi- 
car of Dewsbury who fo names them. ‘That they ca// 
them/elves Spiritual Princes, I never heard: they may by 
ethers perhaps have been call’d Spiritual Princes, or si 
ces of the Church: and where’s the mighty harm of it? 
But do the Bifhops of Exg/and wre/t the prerogative of God 
out of his facred bands 3 juftle Omnipatence out of the world, 
and jubfitute themfelves in its places making void the com- 
mandments 6f God by their traditions ? He fays they do; and 
I fay "tis a malicious, ftupid, impudent Lye: all the world 
Ancces itto bea Lye. His aflertion, his dare affertion is ¢a- 
fable of no other anfwer, in Senses and caght to have no 
other, in expreficx. Much might be obiers d here, to ex- 
pofe his ignorance about the word traditions and to fhew 
that he does not underftand the meaning of his text: but 
T wave that, and many other circuinilances, having fome- 
thing elfe to do with my ume, than to be formal and par- 
ticular upon fuch a rhapfody of folly and falihood as this is. 
He is gracioufly pleafed to acxnow ledge that there mift be 
Some to preach and expourd the word of God, as long as 
there is a church anda religion, p- 7+ Vhis indeed is very 
covdelcerdine + but not fo confer t with the main tenor of 
his do€trine. For it feems there muft be a Minifiry (he 
limfelf owning, p. $8. that thele Preachers muft be jent) as 
dove as there is a Church and a Religion : and this is faid 

“wpén fuppefition, that a Church a “ Religion are good 
things rrough, at leah tolerab/e. 5 it as he afterwards 

afks queftions, Hew fall they hear witht a Preacher ? 
And, Hew foall they preach except ihey be fert ? So here! 
atk, How fhall there be a Chure’, and Aiinifers, and Re- 
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ligion itfelf, without Church authority and Chureb-Gover- 
ners? To deffroy which is the defign of this unparallell’d 
Libel. He fays, p. 8. that thefe Preachers muff reprove, 
rebuke, exhort with allLONG SUFFERING AND DoctRINXE. 
But did he never hear of the fame Apottle’s command 5 
Exhort, and rebuke with auu AuTHority ? Had he not 
fhamefully prevaricated, he would have cited this paflage, 
as well as the other. But he avoided it; becaufe he did 
not knew but it might /ook ike an argument, againft him. 
He is likewife pleafed to acknowledge, that somE KIND of 
miffion is abjolutely neceffary. p.8. Ays but wat kind 
of miffior? Epifcopal miffion, he is pofitive, is not gece/- 
Jars, nor defign’d to be perpetual; yet he owns it to be 
Apoftolical. Can there. be any kind of miffion, but what 
is deriv’d from the Apottles? Epi/copa/, he owns, is fo de- 
riv’d: and he does nct fo much as pretend, that any other 
is. What kind of miffion then (according to him) cana 
man have but Epifcopal? A fine medley this of truth, 
Salfho0dy and felf-contradiien. 

P.g. From this Apoftolical Inftitution our Clergy, defi- 
rous te perfuade the world that they bare fomething in them 
of fo divine a nature, as in an efpecial manner diftinguisbes 
them from the reft of mankind, &c. Why have they not 
fome fuch thing? He himfelf grants, that Epifcopacy is of 
Apoftolical inftitution: and where is the great difference 
between an Apofolica/ inftitution, anda Divine one? Some 
learned Writers indeed have “en the word Jpo- 
folical, than Divine; becaute the er is more {ubject to 
foolifh cavils: but they acknowledge, that the thing is, in 
effect, the fame. The common diitinétien of proximé and 
remoté, or mediately and immediately, adjults the whole 
matter. See the moit pious, judicious, and acute Bp. San- 
pERsON’S ‘T'reatife entitled Epifcopacy, as effablifbed by 
Law in England, wot prejudicial to Regal Power : in 
which, tho’ he chufes the word Apoffolica/, he declares he 
means by it, in effect, the fame as Divine and gives un- 
an{werable reafons to juilify the latter way’of {peaking.—But 
our Vicar goes on. From this Apoflolical inflitution, &c. 
our Clergy draw this pleafant inference in favour of them- 
Jelves; viz. that Epifcopal ordination is effential to the 
Church of Chrif?, &. Wells and why, I pray, is this fo 
pleafant an interence? Divine and Apoffolical have been 
confidered already. And did not the Apoitles, by your 
own confeflion, inftitute Epifcopal ordination? And did 
they inftitute any other ? You yourfe/f don’t {o much as pre- 


this inference? But of this curious arguing more immedi- 
ately. At prefent I refer to thofe many learned Authors, 
who have prov’d to a demonftration, that Epifcopacy is ze- 
ceflary to the well-being at leaft, if not to the deing of a 
Church; e/fential toa Church in the fridge? fenfe, to a 
Church mot properly fo called; and that thole, which cant 
it, are not fo perfec? as thofe which have it. I might per 

haps with truth add more, but I forbear.—And confequert- 
/y (continues he) that there are no true Churches upon 
earth, but thofe of England ard Rome? England and Reme 
{eem to be here coupled together, for the fake of feandal 
upon the former. But to let that pafs: are there no 
Churches that have Epifcopaey, but thofe of Evg/and and 
Rome? Did he never hear of the Greek or Eaffern Church- 
es? ’Tis plain he never did, or knows not what they are. 
— But he proceeds, Whether thefe tenets be confiftent with 
Chriftian charity, that charity which believeth all things, 
&c. p.10. Cant again, dull, {piteful cant; flung out upon all 
occafionsagainft the Church of E> e/and, the mott charitable 
Churchintheworld. That charity whichjudgeth not, left it 
be judg’d. ib. Fora man not to judge, &c. is very good 
fenfe: but thofe words, Charity that judgeth not, Lesr ir 
BE JUDGED, I take to be won/enfe; and I mention them 
for no other reafon. Charity here muft mean the chari- 
table perfon as fuch: and how he can be judg’d, i. e. con- 
dem:’d, I underitand not. But, Mr. Bavius, I beg par- 
don; I fhould never have done, were I to remark upon 
all thefe triffes of his ignorance and fiupidity. 

That Epijcopal ordination was initituted by the Apo- 
ftles, he grants 3 but denies, that it 
PosITIVE (as he ftrangely and illiterately fpeaks) avd per- 
petual ordination. ibid. Now I always apprehended 
(and fo I believe does every body in his wits) that ax 
inflitution mult of courfe be undertiood, as intended tor 
perpetuity ard unizerfality s unlels the mature of the thing 
fome precvi/a to the contrary ; fome Specification ot ¢, 
and place, to dimit and determine it. ‘Vhus itis i

know any thing of thefe matters. 
But now for bis Arguments, back’d and fortify'd wihaT nus 
bavel prov'd, and Vnvus it is manifeft &c. Pray, obferve’em 
carefully. Whatever is inftituted by the Apoftles, as perpetual 
and neceflary, muft not be obfcur’d in darkne/s and ambigai- 
ties: this is inconfiftent with. the goodnefs of God —— who 
cannot but. make every thing that concerns the everlafting 
happine/s of our fouls clear, obvious, and indi/putable: p. 11. 
Cant, once more; ffale, flanding cant; borrow’d from 
the half witted Infide’s of thefe times, and perpetually em- 
ploy’d againft the Chriftian Religion. Clear and o6- 
cious? ‘To whom? Are all underitandings a/ike? Not but 
that the affertion is ridiculoufly falfe with refpek&t to: all. 
How do they prove, that God in his goodnefs muft make 
every thing that concerns our Salvation fo very p/ain? Why 
here is no appearance of proofs °tis faid, and that’s all. 
The contrary is much more agreeable to right reafon. 
God is infinitely evi/e and ju/?, as well as good; and it was 
not fit, that he fhould make all things that concern our Sal- 
vation fo very plain at firkt fight, and to all capacities; no, 
nor to a#y capacity; but that fomething fhould be left to 
our on labour, fiudy, and diligence, and to the infiruion 
of thofe whom God has appointed to be his Minifers. 
This man himielf acknowledges, that there muft be fuch 
Miniflters to expound the Scriptures. Why then mutt eve- 
ry thing that concerns Salvation be fo very plain? But 
"tls endlefs to take notice of all his contradi@ions and other 
abturdities; tho’ contain’d in a Pamphlet, which may be 
deliberately read over in half an hour. 
Yet, we are told by him, that thefe points muft be 
| not only ¢/ear and obvious, but iNpispuTABLE. Nay then 
farewell all religion indeed. For nothing can be indi/p.< 
table in fuch times as thefe; when there are fo man 
captious, pragmatical Dances, who without the leaft know- 
ledge in the. /aws of difpui.g, Will take upon them to 
difpute the fun out of the firmament, and themfelves (if 
they ever had any) out of common /enfe. 
How ‘great an honour foever I may have for the mos 
dern Diffenters in England, (as doubtels I ought to honour 
them very greatly) tor the reform'’d Churches abroad, and 
above all, for the renown’d, illultrious Church (or Kirk} 
of Scortanp ; I humbly beg leave to fay, that their -re-

Yet was not the Aé intended to be perpetual; notwith- 
flanding the variety of times and tempers ? 

What he talks, p. 13, 14, 20, 21, 22, 23, 10, 19. 
about the powers of the Church, as compar’d with the 
State, here in England; as alfo about excommunication 
and abfo/ution, p. 23, 24, &c. could iffue from nothing 
but the prereneet ignorance of the Con/titution of Eng- 
land ; of our Laws in the State 3 of our Canons and Ar- 
ticles in the Church. By vertue of which ignorance, he 

_ gives to the State powers which fhe never ¢/aim’d ; 
and charges upon the Church ulurpations and encroach- 
ments which fhe abfolutely di/c/aims: fuch as entire in- 
dependence, unconditional abfolution, and fo forth. Every 
body that is at all vers’d in thefe matters, knows her doc. 
trine about the King’s /upremacy in caules Ecclefiaftical, 
and how it has been explain’d and vindicated by her 
learned Divines ; how far, and in what refpe¢ts (accord- 
ing to ber and them) the Church is, and is not indepen- 
dent ; what is the difference between powers purely /pi- 
ritual, political, and mix'd: How all thefe points have 
been largely difcufs’d ; on the one hand, againft Papifs, 
who accufe our Church of having betray’d, and given up 
her /piritual rights and authority ; on the other hand, 
againit Tinpax, and his creatures (of whom this Bowman 
is one) who would fain perfusde mankind, that fhe has, 
and ought to hace, uo rights or autho.ity at all. See, 
among innumerable others, Bifhop SANDERSON’S Treatife 
abovemention’d; Hey in’s Reformation juflifyds Bram- 
HALL and Hammonp againit Popery, &c. 

P. 15, 16, &c. He knows no requifite for the work of 
the Miniftry, but piety and learning. ---~—-— And dies 
ignorance or immorality flee at the Bifbop’s approach? 
No, I'll be fworn: He himtelt is a proof of the con- 
trary. For he can Je an argument, tho’ he can’t make 
one. He is copious in -te//ing us, that Ordination does 
not confer extraordinary he'ps and afiftances. Who ever 
faid it did? He himfelf diftinguifhes between the ordinary 
and extraordinary gilts : Ordination confers a commiffion ; 
which is enough to juflify thole words, Receive the Holy 
Gheft [over which, lays the Scripture, the Holy Ghof 
hath made you overfeers,| but no body pretends that ‘it 
confers in/piration. ‘hus for the Ordainer : then for the 
Ordained ; heafks, Do any of us feel any other motions of the 

Spirit, than a ferious and devout thoughtfulnefs, &c ? Yes; 
alittle more: A particular inclination to, and defire of, that 
holy employment; a dedicating and devoting ourtelves chiefly 
to thofe fludies. This is, or ought to be, the temper of 
every man’s foul, who anfwers that queftion, Do you think, 
that you are mov'd by the.Holy Ghoft ? A motion ftill or- 
dinary, not extraordinary; at leaft as far as we know. 
His flrange ufe of the word Occonomy, p. 17. I pafs over; 
tho” it betrays great i//iteratene/s. ‘The anfwer he gives, 
p. 18. to his two quotations from the Fathers proceeds 
upon his old precarious agertion, that Epifcopacy was at 
that time, &c. but not for perpetuity. So I only take no- 
tice, that in one of them, a Greek one, he guotes a fen- 
tence which he could not ¢onfrue: tho’ ihe Latin traxfla- 
tion might have help’d him, could he have conftrued even 
that. Tay “owevray “eis cv “exxanor'ay does not fignify 
convenient for the Church, but belonging to the Church.— 
Hefays p. 22. that a fanétion of rewards and punifbments is 
effential to every law. lt, The /an@ion is not eflential to 
the law: it enforces it, but does not conffiture it: and there 
may be a Jaw without avy fanction. 1 appeal to all learned 
Civilians, &c. 2dly, Not one Auszay daw in a hundred 
has any fanétion of rewards: fo that (according to this 
doétrine) almoft all Auman laws are x0 laws. His affirming 
(ibid.) that all laws what/oever are ONLY about (piritual 
and everlafting geod, I know not how to ax/wers but by 
quoting it. Much the fame may be aniwer’d to his affirm- 
ing, that i¢ appears from the procedure of ali our Ecclefiafti- 
cal Courts, that the Clergy have no authority, but what 
they derive from the Civil Power. The reafon, I tuppote, 
is, becaufe thofe Courts are held by the authority ot the 
Bifbops and becaufe in their as and proceffes the King’s 
feal is never ufed, nor his yame fo much as mention’d. 
See Sander(on as before. 
I am fenfible, Mr. Bavius, that I have been tedious; and 
et I have omitted feveral grofs fa//boods and b/unders: there 
ch indeed f{carcea fentence without one. And now, Sir, 
have I not prov’p this man to be very wicked, ignorant, 
and impudent? But we are admonifh’d, we muft not ca// 
names. I have faid fomething upon this fubject already, 
I mean in the former part of my Letter, printed in your laft 
Journal but one: the reft I defer ’till the Publication of my 
elaborate and learned Difcourfe upon ca//ing names, in a 
large volume in folio. At prefent, tho’ far be it from me 
(as Lam exceeding zealous for good breeding) to call Mr. 
Bowman any names, yet I cannot forbear fubjoining a few 
verfes; which I remember to have heard feveral years fince, 
and that upon a Sermon; the fubjeét of which too was very 
nearly akin to this, and preached and printed by one who
